liquor would not be as vigilant as a

The cash returns from a pullet 
flock of from 120 to 300 approved 
chicks are a welcome and useful 
asset at atime of the year when 
other crops have passed. May chicks 
become pullet producers in Novem- 
ber, and raising chicks this month 
is a much easier proposition than 
raising March and April chicks. 


More Fertilizers Used 


A greatly increased demand for 
fertilizers for the 1931 crop season is 
reported, much of the business being 
dohe on a credit sales basis. Thus it 
is Apparent that the Department's 
policy of promoting the use of fertil- 
izers is bearing fruit. The use of 
fertilizers in farming has passed the 
experimental stage in Ontario and 
thousands of farmers are finding 
them a practical aid in reducing the 
cost of production through increasing 
soil efficiency. When used judicious- 
ly they increase yield and improve 
quality of crops, adding materially to 
the cash value of production from 4 
given area. It has become increas- 
ingly important today for a fair 
measure of success that the farmer 
make use of every possible opportun- 
ity to lower his costs of production. 
The right use of fertilizers suited to 
particular crops provides one import- 
ant opportunity. 


Planting Strawberries 


The new bed of strawberries should 
be planted now. Obtain new plants 
from a one-year-old plantation. 
Dig them with a digging fork, shake 
out the soil, gather them up quickly 
and remove to some shelter where 
they may be gone over, sorted and 
straightened out preparatory to 
planting. The sooner they are plant- 
ed the better, and just before doing 
so, dip the plants into water so that 
they are thoroughly wet. The spade 
is the best tool for hand planting, 
and with a boy to place the plants in 
the opening made with the spade, 
two people working together can 
plant very rapidly, even 3000 to 4000 
or more plants per day. All blossoms 
should be removed the first year to 
‘enable the plants to produce an abun- 
dance of strong runners and new 
plants in order to form the matted 
row. Thorough and frequent culti- 
vation should be given during the 
season. Nitrogen in form of nitrate 
of soda or ammonium sulphate may 
be used to advantage just after the 
plants have started into growth.

A Statement by the Minister of Finance

NN THE dark days of the War, Canadians loaned to the 
Government of the Dominion many hundred millions of 
dollars to enable the operations of the Allies to be carried 

to a successful conclusion. | 


When Canadians loaned their money to the Government, they 
received bonds which were promises to repay them the sum 
loaned with interest at the rate of 5% or 534% per annum. On 
the 1st of October next, $53,000,000 of these bonds become 
due; on the 1st of November, 1932, the maturity will be. 
$73,000,000; on the 1st of November, 1933, $446,000,000; 
and, in 1934, $511,000,000 must be provided for. 


It would not be prudent, either in the interest of the security 
holders or the country itself, to wait until these loans become 
due before providing for their payment or conversion. Action 
must be taken well in advance of the due dates to protect the 
credit of the country. The Government believes this an oppor- 
tune time to afford Canadians the opportunity to exchange the 
bonds, which they own maturing in the next few years, for new 
bonds of the Dominion of Canada carrying interest at the rate 
of 44% per annum, which is a very attractive return. Prior to 
the maturity date of the present bonds, those who accept this 
offer will, of course, continue to be paid interest at the rate as 
provided by the bonds they exchange. 


Canadians who have always shown confidence in their country 
are earnestly invited to exchange the bonds they now own 
for bonds of the new issue. By so doing, they will render 
less difficult the task of providing for the future finances of the 
country, will enhance its credit and will greatly assist the 
Government inthe present period of worldwide readjustments. 


No money will be asked for and no new bonds will be sold at 
this time. It is proposed to limit the present conversion to 
$250,000,000, bat the Government has the right at its discre- 
tion to increase the amount if Canadians indicate a general desire 
to continue their investments in the securities of their Dominion. 
The subscription books will close on the 23rd of May.
